Update on the SWRCB Blue Ribbon 
Committee Process for the 
Evaluation of Constituents of 
Emerging Concern (CEC) 
 John Short 
 
Water quality objectives are established 
for many pollutants that have been 
found to pose a risk to public health or 
the environment.  According to a recent 
article in the New York Times, only 91 
contaminants are regulated by the 
federal Safe Drinking Water Act, yet 
more than 60,000 chemicals are used 
within the United States  
(http://www.nytimes.com/2009/12/17/us/
17water.html. ).  Included among these 
unregulated chemicals are 
pharmaceuticals, hormones and 
personal care products.  The State 
Water Resources Control Board 
(SWRCB) established an expert panel 
to evaluate scientific data and make 
recommendations on CECs as they 
relate to the use of recycled water.  The 
advisory panel process is being led by 
the Southern California Coastal Water 
Research Project  (SCCWRP).  The first 
panel meeting, in September 2009, 
focused on background presentations 
and perspectives of interested parties.  
The panel is expected to provide 
recommendations to the SWRCB in 
May, 2010.  Further information on 
SCCWRP work on contaminants of 
emerging concern can be accessed at 
http://www.sccwrp.org/view.php?id=53.
